J  eluding  sermon  of  the  2001  Mississippi 
■Baptist  Evangelism  Conference  at 
Broadmoor  Church,  Madison,  on  the 
evening  of  January  16. 

He  gave  attendees  an  impassioned, 
blockbuster  lesson  on  the  importance  of 
evangelism  in  our  world  today. 

Avant  told  of  a  mission  team  he  led  from 
New  Hope  Church  to  a  small  Southeast 
Asia  country.  He  couldn't  identify  the  loca¬ 
tion  because  of  the  danger  to  missionaries 
there  if  their  true  purpose  for  being  in  the 
country  was  uncovered  by  govern¬ 
ment  authorities. 

Avant  related  the  story  of  a 
woman  in  that  small  village  who 
made  a  profession  of  faith  in  Jesus 
Christ,  and  was  so  filled  with  the 
Holy  Spirit  that  she  began  traveling 
to  neighboring  villages  to  spread 
the  Good  News. 

The  government  discouraged 
her  evangelizing,  even  going  so  far 
as  to  imprison  her,  Avant  said,  but 
they  decided  to  release  her  when 
they  realized  they  were  only  trans- 
H.  forming  her  into  a  martyr  among 
I  herpeople. 

J  *  Tney  released  her  and  she  went 

right  back  to  evangelizing  one  vil¬ 
lage  after  another.  Unable  to  control 
her  and  desperate  to  slow  down  her 
increasingly  effective  ministry,  Avant  said 
government  employees  were  assigned  the 
task  of  following  her  from  village  to  village 
in  a  pickup  truck  with  a  public  address  sys¬ 
tem  mounted  on  top. 

"Don't  listen  to  this  woman!  She's  a 
dangerous  radical!  "  the  government  loud¬ 
speakers  would  scream  throughout  the  vil¬ 
lages  where  she  witnessed. 

Undeterred,  she  continues  her  ministry 
to  this  day,  Avant  said,  under  the  constant 
din  of  loudspeakers  blaring  "Don't  listen  to 
her!  She's  a  dangerous  radical!"

When  did  we  become  so 
cowed  that  we  stopped 
standing  up  for  what  is  right? 

When  did  we  become 
part  of  the  problem,  and  not 
part  of  the  solution  as  the 
Savior  himself  envisioned 
(Matt.  28:18-20)? 

No  truthful  person  ever 
told  us  it  would  be  easy  to 
stand  up  for  Jesus.  If  the  his¬ 
tory  of  Christianity  teaches 
anything,  it  is  that  believers 
pay  a  cost  when  they  gird 
themselves  for  constant  spiritual  battle  for 
the  souls  of  the  lost  world  in  which  we  live. 

Even  Jesus  warned  of  the  rocky  road 
ahead,  so  we  should  be  prepared  when  the 
going  gets  tough. 

We  nave  become  much  too  comfortable 
in  our  affluence  and  security.  We  don't  like 
rocking  the  boat  while  we're  so  well-fed 
and  warm  in  winter. 

Many  of  us  have  become  so  spiritually 
sedentary  that  we'll  accept  just  about  any 
awful  depiction  of  Christians  spewed  at  us 
by  Hollywood's  large  and  small  screens, 
without  as  much  as  a  whimper. 

We'll  allow  a  fine  and  honorable

Should  we  e-tithe?

While  the  electronic  process 
could  in  certain  circumstances 
provide  assistance  to  the  home- 
bound  or  those  otherwise 
restricted,  an  electronic  delivery 
system  in  no  way  should  advo¬ 
cate  or  imply  a  "one  less  thing  to 
worry  about"  paradigm.  Those 
who  follow  Christ  should 


Many  times  in  my  Christian 
experience  as  I  have  paused  to 
consider  my  tithe  and  offering, 
God  has  impressed  my  heart  to 
increase  my  gift  or  impressed 
on  my  heart  a  need  in  anoth¬ 
er's  life .^nd  prompted  me  to 
meet  the  need. 


Advocates  of  the  electronic 
tithing  rally  around  the  system 
aspect  of  the  ease  to  collect  and 
handle  funds  rather  than  the 
more  important  issue  of  a  heart 
that  desires  to  be  sensitive  and 
flexible  to  what  pleases  God. 

Recent  dollar  figures  that 
have  been  quoted  by  advocates 
of  the  electronic  system  do  show 
some  increase  in  average  month¬ 
ly  giving,  but  in  actuality,  if  bib¬ 
lical  timing  is  factored  into  the 
numbers,  me  family  incomes  fall 
below  the  median  family  income 
level  for  our  country  —  thus 
indicating  that  tithing  is  not  part 
of  the  initial  consideration. 

Churches  in  a  postmodern 
society  should  have  as  their 
goal  to  teach  and  model 
through  application  the  bibli¬ 
cal  principles  of  tithing  and- 
related  biblical  financial  con¬ 
cepts  in  a  way  that  draws 


he  has  the  audacity  to  stand  up  and  tell  the 
world,  "I  have  no  king  but  Jesus." 

We'll  permit  any  kind  of  putrid  "entertain¬ 
ment"  into  our  towns  and  our  homes,  as  long 
as  no  one  makes  fun  of  us  or  call  us  names. 

We'll  avert  our  eyes  while  babies  are 
murdered  and  drunk  drivers  carry  on  their 
annual  slaughter,  if  only  we  are  allowed  to 
swim  in  the  social  mainstream. 

It's  well  past  time  —  but  not  yet  too  late 
—  that  we  once  again  assume  tne  original 
role  of  Christians.  That  is,  to  purposely 
change  ourselves  and  change  the  world  in 
ways  that  will  bring  the  lost  to  salvation  in 
Jesus  Christ  before  it  is  indeed  too  late. 

Are  you  prepared  to  join  the  ranks  of 
dangerous  radicals?  A  lost  world  awaits. 


Christians  to  obedience  and 
sensitivity  to  the  heart  of  God. 

Years  of  counseling  families, 
active  in  evangelical  churches, 
often  affirms  that  the  family 
financial  crisis  began  when  the 
principle  of  tithing  was  com¬ 
promised.  In  contrast,  there  are 
a  number  of  successful  exam¬ 
ples  of  Christians  who,  without 
compromise,  hold  the  view  that 
God  is  never  less  than  sover¬ 
eign  and  we  are  never  greater 
than  a  steward,  and  set  out  to 
demonstrate  their  obedience  to 
him  by  bringing  the  tithe  as  an 
offering  just  as  Abraham  did  to 
Melchizedek. 

In  a  time  when  the  average 
reported  giving  in  evangelical 
churches  —  3.5%  at  best  —  falls 
considerably  below  the  tithe, 
perhaps  our  priority  should  be 
to  first  teach  the  biblical  princi¬ 
ples  that  promise  to  open  heav¬ 
en's  windows  and  fill  our  lives 
with  a  blessing  too  great  to 
receive  rather  than  default  to  an 
ease-of-giving  process  that 
enables  the  majority  of  church 
members  to  further  distance

Team  meets  Chinese  Christians 

BEIJING  (BP)  —  Prayerwalkers  on  a  12-day  journey  to  inter¬ 
cede  for  an  unreached  people  group  in  East  Asia  found  a  special 
blessing  awaiting  them  on  the  last  night  of  their  December  jour¬ 
ney.  "It  was  our  last  night  in  the  area,  and  we  had  yet  to  meet  a 
Christian,"  the  team  leader  recounted.  "We  had  walked  all  over 
the  neighborhoods,  had  a  day  on  the  lake,  explored  by  bike,  and 
now  I  was  journaling  in  bed  after  a  15-mile  trek  over  several 
mountains. '  Then  in  the  distance  she  and  other  team  members 
heard  loud  gongs  and  strains  of  music  representative  of  die  peo- 

fle  group  for  whom  they  had  been  praying.  "My  partners  and 
got  up  to  investigate.  Throwing  jackets  over  nightclothes,  we 
left  the  gate  to  our  mn  and  followed  the  music,"  the  team  leader 
continued.  As  they  found  the  music  makers,  they  realized  die 
special  gift  God  had  for  them  that  evening.  "God  wanted  us  to 
know  that  he  did  have  followers  here!  Twenty-five  or  so  young 
people  were  singing  Christmas  carols."  The  team  quickly  let  die 
believers  know  that  they  too  were  Christians,  then  they  joined 
in  the  singing.  "When  have  I  ever  had  so  much  fun?"  me  team 
leader  rejoiced.  "We  sang  for  fellow  church  members.  We  sang 
for  government  leaders  and  their  neighbors,  for  school  admin¬ 
istrators,  and  on  and  on.  We  were  so  caught  up  with  the  joy.  I 
learned  that  the  church  was  made  up  of  at  least  seven  different 
people  groups,  all  meeting  together  to  worship  God,  and  that 
their  joy  was  contagious. '"The  prayerwalkers,  having  entered 
the  area  to  pray  for  the  unreached  people  group,  departed  with 
the  joy  of  knowing  that  God  had  preceded  them  ana  was  being 
glorified  through  the  praises,  of  local  Christians.

Roe  v.  Wade  reversal  sought 

Known  as  "Jane  Roe,"  Norma  McCorvey  was  the  plaintiff  in  the 
infamous  1973  Roe  v.  Wade  Supreme  Court  case  that  legalized 
abortion.  Poor,  pregnant,  and  desperate,  Norma  McCorvey  fell  into 
the  hands  of  two  young,  ambitious  lawyers.  They  were  looking  for 
a  plaintiff  with  whom  they  could  challenge  the  Texas  state  law  pro¬ 
hibiting  abortion,  and  Norma  signed  on.  Little  did  she  know  that  her 
signature  would  one  day  make  her  a  national  figure  for  legalized 
abortion. 

Twenty  years  later,  still  firmly  believing  in  abortion,  Norma  found 
herself  working  in  a  Texas  abortion  center.  Then,  on  March  31, 
1995,  the  pro-life  group  Operation  Rescue  (O.R.)  opened  an  office 
next  door.  Shortly  thereafter,  Norma  was  befriended  by  the  director 
of  O.R.  and  the  7-year-old  daughter  of  a  pro-life  volunteer.  Their 
love  and  friendship  touched  Norma  and  eventually  led  her  to 
change  her  mind  completely  about  abortion. 

Today,  Norma  has  dedicated  her  life  to  speaking  publicly  against 
abortion,  and  she's  currently  working  to  reverse  Roe  v.  Wade. 
Norma's  testimony  —  with  all  its  startling  revelations  —  can  be 
found  in  her  1998  book.  Won  By  Love.

COVINGTON,  Ky.  (BP)  —  At  an  age 
when  most  people  are  thinking  of  retirement, 
Harold  Pike  still  rides  a  motorcycle  to  work, 
plays  basketball  and  tennis,  and  works  out 
twice  a  week  —  but  it's  not  just  the  65-year- 
old  pastor's  energy  that  keeps  him  going. 

He  has  vision  of  the  kind  that  persuaded 
him  his  church  would  acquire  the  bar  next 


or  soutn  aide  church  in  Covmgton,  Ky., 
laid  hands  on  the  Salty  Dog  Saloon.  He 
prayed  that  they  would  get  the  building, 
often  saying,  "God,  I  don't  know  when 
you're  going  to  do  it,  but  I  know  you  will." 

Last  spring,  those  prayers  were 
answered.  Today,  the  church  has  plans  to 
turn  the  old  bar  into  a  ministry  center  fea¬ 
turing  a  variety  of  classes,  activities,  family 
events,  job  training,  and  a  coffeehouse. 

"God  did  it,"  said  Pike,  whose  hopes  of 
acquiring  the  bar  in  1973  fell  through  when 
the  owner  raised  the  price.  "And  he  did  it 
in  his  timing.  I'm  learning  a  lot  about 
God's  timing."

The  story  dates  back  a  few  years,  when 
the  Kentucky  native's  niece  and  her  hus¬ 
band  were  visiting  from  Alabama.  The  pas¬ 
tor  joked  about  now  badly  he  wanted  to 
buy  the  adjoining  bar. 

A  few  weeks  later  a  check  arrived  from 
Tuscaloosa.  The  $100,000  donation  was  ear¬ 
marked  for  the  bar's  purchase. 

"I  almost  had  a  heart  attack,"  he 
recalled.  "I  had  never  seen  a  check  with 
zeros  that  big,"  but  that  didn't  seal  the 
deal.  The  owner  still  refused  to  sell. 

Then,  Pike  decided  to  get  to  know  them. 
Last  year,  he  started  stopping  in  the  bar 
periodically  to  sip  coffee  and  talk  with  the 
man  and  his  wife. 

When  those  overtures  didn't  change  his 
mind,  the  pastor  gave  up.  He  asked  his 
niece  if  she  minaed  if  they  shifted  the 
money  to  a  long-awaited  elevator  installa¬ 
tion,  but  five  days  before  a  special  business 
meeting  to  vote  on  shifting  the  funds'  use, 
the  bar  owner  called. 

He  explained  that  the  night  before  his 
wife,  "who  is  not  a  church  woman,"  insist¬ 


ed  he  close  the  bar  on  Sunday.  He  resisted, 
saying  it  was  the  most  lucrative  day  of  the 
week.  She  told  him  if  he  couldn't  close  it 
that  he  should  sell  it.  He  was  offering  it  to 
the  church  for  $111,500. 

On  April  1,  the  church  received  the  title. 
"We  had  a  good  laugh  about  it,  a  good  cry 
about  it,  ana  praisea  the  Lord,"  Pike  said. 

Although  volunteers  have  put  in  a  drop 
ceiling  and  scrubbed  away  years  of  smoke 
damage,  one  feature  will  stay.  A  solid  walnut 
bar  remains  in  place  as  a  reminder  of  the  past. 

"I  want  to  serve  some  right  stuff  over 
that  bar,"  Pike  said.  "The  wrong  stuff  was 
served  over  it  for  too  many  years." 

That  idea  sits  well  with  Dennis 
Northcutt,  a  member  of  the  maintenance 
staff  who  has  been  spearheading  the  reno¬ 
vation  effort. 

A  former  employee  before  he  lapsed 
back  into  his  longtime  bout  with  alco¬ 
holism,  he  rededicated  his  life  to  Christ  and 
rejoined  the  staff  May  11. 

He  joked  that  it's  fitting  he  works  in  a 
bar  after  spending  so  many  years  in  one.

Transforming  power 

John  2:1-11 


By  Sharon  Neff 


Over  the  last  few  years,  as 
I've  worked  with  groups  on 
projects  with  a  theme  of  'Trans¬ 
formed,"  other  people  think  of 
electrical  transformers  and 
such,  but  I  always  think  of 
those  toys  from  the  1980's 
called  Transformers. 

Remember  those?  They 
were  unassuming  trucks  or 
cars  to  begin  with,  but  if  you 
knew  how  to  move  the  parts 
around,  they  became  powerful 
robots.  I  don't  know  if  it  was 
just  a  great  marketing  cam¬ 
paign  or  what,  but  they  fasci¬ 
nated  me. 

As  I  thought  about  this  les¬ 
son  with  the  theme  of  trans¬ 
forming  power,  I  discovered 
some,  interesting  parallels 
between  Transformers  and  us. 

First  of  all,  the  toys  started 
as  plain  cars  or  other  vehicles.

There  was 
particularly 
about  them 
beginning.  Isn't  that 
sort  of  like  us?  We  see 
ourselves  as  ordinary  people, 
leading  our  lives  as  best  we 
can.  We  may  try  to  be  different, 
to  lead  holy  lives,  and  some¬ 
times  we  succeed. 

However,  we  can't  keep  it 
up  consistently  on  our  own 
strength. 

The  Transformer  toys 
depended  on  someone  else  to 
change  them.  Hidden  inside 
the  plain  vehicles  was  a  power¬ 
ful  robot,  but  the  power  to 
change  came  from  another 
source  —  they  couldn't  change 
themselves. 

Each  one  of  us  has  the 
potential  to  be  a  powerful, 
effective  Christian,  but  we 
can't  change  ourselves.  We 
must  depend  on  someone  who

has  the  power  to  gen¬ 
uinely  change  us.  Jusfcas 
those  toys  had  to  allow 
the  person  with  the 
power  to  make  the 
transformation,  so  we 
must  be  willing  to  allow 
the  person  with  the 
power  to  transform  us. 
Where  do  we  find  the 

fiower  to  transform  our 
ives?  The  person  with 
the  power  is  Jesus.  Jesus  begins 
to  reveal  his  power  and  pur¬ 
pose  in  this  first  miracle 
recorded  in  the  second  chapter 
of  John.  At  the  wedding  feast  at 
Cana,  attended  by  Jesus  and 
some  of  his  disciples,  he  turned 
water  into  wine.  In  his  very 
first  miracle,  he  revealed  his 
transforming  power. 

The  way  in  which  he  accom¬ 
plished  this  miracle  is  interest¬ 
ing.  He  didn't  just  point  or 
wave  his  hand  and  make 
empty  jars  be  full  of  wine,  like 
a  magic  trick.  Rather,  he  gave 
instructions  to  the  servants  to 
fill  the  jars  with  water  and  the 
water  became  wine  as  they 
took  it  to  the  host. 

It  was  not  a  miracle  of  cre¬ 


ation;  he  did  not  make  the  wine 
from  nothing.  It  was  a  miracle 
of  transformation;  he  trans¬ 
formed  one  thing  into  another. 

It  was  necessary  for  the  ser¬ 
vants  to  do  what  ne  instructed 
them  to  do  for  the  miracle  to  be 
completed. 

In  the  same  way,  we  must  be 
willing  to  do  as  he  instructs  if 
we  want  to  experience  his 
transforming  power. 

We  do  not  nave  the  power  or 
ability  to  transform  ourselves, 
yet  we  struggle  with  trying  to 
do  just  that.  Jesus  cannot 
change  us  if  we  are  not  willing, 
so  we  must  give  up  our  strug¬ 
gle  and  allow  him  to  work  in 
our  lives. 

I  can't  leave  the  subject  of 
the  water  into  wine  without  a 
few  thoughts  on  the  wine. 
There  are  several  words  in  the 
New  Testament  that  are  trans¬ 
lated  into  English  as  "wine". 

The  word  used  in  this  pas¬ 
sage  is  a  generic  term  that 
means  the  juice  of  the  grape  at 
any  stage,  from  plain  juice  to 
intoxicating  beverage.  At  that 
time,  a  lot  of  the  juice  was  just 
barely  fermented  to  preserve  it 


from  spoilage,  but  it  didn't 
have  a  high  enough  alcohol 
content  to  make  a  person  intox¬ 
icated.  So  the  use  of  this  word 
itself  does  not  necessarily  point 
to  an  alcoholic  drink. 

Another  common  practice  at 
the  time  was  to  mix  the  wine 
with  water.  The  fermented 
wine  was  stored  in  large  jugs. 
When  it  was  to  be  served,  it 
was  poured  into  large  bow’ls, 
then  mixed  with  water  and 
poured  into  drinking  cups. 

The  mixture  was  anywhere 
from  three  to  ten  parts  water  to 
one  part  wine,  with  the  result- 
beverage  being  like  our

grape  juice,

Remember  —  don't  labor 
and  toil  on  your  own  to  trans¬ 
form  your  life.  Only  Jesus  has 
the  power  to  change  you  into 
the  person  God  desires  for  you 
to  be.
